A Proclamation for Prizing of Wines. 


Fax Hereas by the Statute made in the eight and twentieth yeere of 
7579 the Neigne of King Henry the eight foꝛ pꝛtzing of wines It is pꝛo⸗ 
y | wided, That the Lozd Chancellour, Loꝛd Treaſurer, LozdPzeſi- 
dent of the Kings moſt honourable Councell, Lozd Pꝛiuie Seale, 
N 75 and the Loꝛd thieke Juſtices of either Bench, oz ſiue, foure, oz thꝛee 
A ofthem, ſhall haue power and authoꝛitie by their dilcretions, to ſet 
N ve the pꝛites ok all kinde of wines, as in the ſaid Statute is expzeſſed; 
By vertue wherof, the Lo2zd Keeper of Dur great Seale of Eng- 
land, the Keeper of Our Pꝛiuy Deale,the Lo2d chiele Juſtice of His Pateſties Bench, and the 
Toꝛd Chiefe Juſtice of the Common Pleas the eight and twentieth day of December laſt 
paſt did oꝛder, That Cannary Wines, Muſcadell, and Alligant ſhould bee ſold in Gꝛoſſe at 
ſixteene pounds the pipe, and at twielue pence the Quart by Retaile ; Sackes and Mallegoes 
at thirteeue pounds the Butt in Gꝛoſſe, and nine pence the Quart by Refatile ; The beſt Gal⸗ 
toigne and French wines at eighteene pounds the Tunne and the Kochel wines, and other 
ſmall and thinne wines; at fifteene pounds the Tunne in Gꝛoſſe, and at ſire pence the Quart 
by Retaile, and attoꝛding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions foꝛ greater oz leſſer quantities, either in Gꝛoſte 
oz by Betaile; and that none pzeſume to ſell at higher pꝛices during the next yeere then enlu⸗ 
ing, whereof the Clerke of the Crowne was to take notice, and to ſee the lame pzoclaimed the 
then next Terme in the Chancery attoꝛding to the Statute, And accozdingly there hath 
been P2oclamation made the firſt day of Hillary Terme, being the thzee and twentieth day of 
January laſt, 

Now that allcauſe of extuſe may bee remooued from luch as inhabite in remote parts of 
this Realme , and that ſuch as ſhall bee found delinquents herein may acknowledge their 
owne wilfulneſſe the canſe of the danger and penalty they fall into, after double aduertile- 
ment; His Highnelle will and plealure is, and by the aduile ofthe ſayd Loꝛds and the reſt 
of His Pꝛiuy Countell attoꝛding to one other Statute made in that behalfe inthe fourth yeere 
of the reigne of his moſt noble Pꝛogenitoꝛ King Edward the third, by this His Royall Pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation, doth publiſh © declare, That foz one yeere next following,Cannarie Wines,Pul- 


- © cadels,andAlligants bee ſould in groſſe atſireteen pounds the Pipe, and at twelue pente the 

AQAnart by Retaile, Sacks and Mallegoes at thirteene pound the Butt in groſle, and nine ie 

pente the Quart by Retaile, the beſt Gaſcoigne and French wines at eighteene pounds the . 
Tuune in groſſe, and ſxe pence the Quart by Retaile, and the Rochell reines and other * 
ſmall and thinne z9ines at fifteene pounds the Tunne in groſſe and at ſiue pente the Quart N 
by Retatle,and attoꝛding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions foz greater oꝛ leſſer quantities either in Gꝛoſſe 
oz by Retafle, which rates and pꝛtzes Hts Highnelle pleaſure is ſhall bee duely obſerned in 
all His Pozts and other plates within this Realme where wines are landed and within ten 
miles of thole Pozts and plates. 

And it is His Mateſties pleaſure, that tes where wines by land cariage, hall be con⸗ 
ueyed moꝛe then Tenne miles from the next oꝛt, The ſeuerall ſoꝛts of wines afozeſaid, 
ſhall and may bee ſold actoꝛding to the Rates afozeſayd, allowing foure pounds the Tunne, 
and one pennie foꝛ the Quart foz the tarriage thereof vpon land euerp Thirtie miles, æ accoz- 
ding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater Rates, Dtraightly charging and commanding 
ſuch of His Subietts, and others whom it ſhall conterne, that none of them during the Time 
afozeſayd,pzeſume to ſell any ofthe ſaid wines in Gꝛoſſe and by Ketalle, at higher Rates, then 
by this His Highneſſe Pꝛoclamation are appointed, vnder the fozkeitures and penalties men⸗ 
tioned in the ſayd Statute, and other the Lawes x Statutes of this Realme oꝛdayned in that 
behalfe, and ſuch further paines penalties as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, 
tan oꝛ may bee inflicted vpon wilfull contemners of His Maieſties Royall Command and 
Pꝛotlamation: Requiring and tommanding all Matozs,Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Bay- 
liffes, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other Officers of Our Pozts, and all others whom 

it ſhallconcerne, dfligently to attend the execution ofthis Our pleaſure, and to gine tnfozma- 
tion to the Lozds and others of the Pꝛiuie Countell of the Delinquents, that they may bee 
pꝛoterded agatuſt, and recetue puniſhment accozding to their demerits.
